COLUMBUS, OHIO, JULY 13.— Nearly every military step that has been 


taken that affects Ohio indicates we are novices at the war game. 


The present situation of the Ohio milUia, mobilized at Camp Willis, only 


emphasizes the well nigh total unpreparedness of the United States for any 
war on l?nti. 


Thirty-two days after President Wilson's call for militia troops, en the 


ground of ''urgent necessity," the Ohio contingent. 10,000 strong, haven't even 
Started Tor the border! 


Why? 
Because the federal government hasn't furnished them proper clothing 


and shoes. 


Because so many of trie Ohio boys are raw recruits and so unconditioned 


they would be of little use if they were at the border. 


Two years ago, the war department asked the Ohio militia department to 


pick a mobilization site. 


The present Camp Willis was chosen. 
It was high ground, ideally locate-!. 


healthful, etc., etc. 


It was accepted by the war department. 
This week, slong con*es Colonel George K. Hunter, Inspector general, and 


ihe first thing that strikes his eye is the fact that therefs absolutely no place 
at Camp Willis for rifle practice. 


The only place at Camp Willis to learn how to shoot was a little two 


by four shooting gallery, run by an outsider! And even this 22-calibre amuse- 
ment place has gone out of existence on account of lack of patronage. 


Even tho Ohio sends ultimately to the border 10,000 picked men, ready to 


co into Mexico, if necessary, only the older militiamen will know how to- shoot.

German Forces Said To Have Gain- 


ed Great Victory At Loogueval 
And Delville Wood—Recapture 
Both From British—Russians Ad- 
vancing And Lemberg In Danger 
—Ship Captured And Sunk. 


AMSTERDAM. JULY 19.—German forces ga.ned their greate*t victory 


since the Anglo-French offensive began when they recaptured the village of 
Longucva! and Delville wood in a fierce counter-attack against the British 
right wi-ig last night, accreting to an official statement issued in Berlin this 
afternoon. 


An official statement issued in London admitted that German troops have 


regained a footing in Longueval village and have retaken part of Delville wood. 


The Germans attacked a large force after dusk last night, delivering their 


moct powerful blows nga-nst Longueval village, which occupied a strategic po- 
sition at the intersection of two highways, according to reports from the front. 


The battle continued thruout the night with great violence, the Germant. 


cringing up fresh troops and attacking repeatedly. 


By recapturing Longjeval, the Germans not only hold up the British ad. 


vance toward Baupaume, over the highway from Bray, but check any fur- 
ther advance by the French north of the Somme, Berlin reported. The Ger- 
man official statement added: 


-Britirh attacks north of Ovilliers and south of Posieres, on the left wing, 


were dispersed. French attacks noith of Barleux and in the region of Belloy- ' 
en-Santerrc were checked. 


"On the Verdun front, the French continued their fruitless attacks in the 


region of Froide Terre." 


The Germans hurled large forces^against the British right wing after an 


intense Bombardment of Longueval village and the Delville wood. As the Ger- 
rran guns lifted, thick masses of German infantrymen advanced to the attack. 


They swarmed ahead m the face of sheeted machine gun and rifle fire 


and, according to the British official report, suffered very heavy los*cs. 


Further, east, repeated Ge--mai attacks against the Waterlot were 


required. 


Thus far the new battle north of the Somme is being confined largely 


to the British right wing.
